THE KAISER’S LOSS. 


Prince Bismarck, the German 
Chancellor, Resigns His 
Post. 


Probability That Gen. Von Caprivi 
Will Succeed Him. 


All the Imperial Ministers Retire With 
the Chancellor, 


Emperor William Reluctantly Accepts the 
Prince’s Resignation—A Request by Dr. 
Windthorst That the Duke of Cumberland 
Be Given the Larger Portion of the 
Guelph Fortane the Cause of Bismarck’s 
Unexpected Action—The Miners’ Strike 
in England—Lord Salisbury Sammons the 
Government Supporters to an Important 
Cenference—Policy ef the New French 
Ministry—Yellew Fever in Brazil—Earth- 
quake Shock at Bonn, Germasy—Foreign 
News. 


BERLIN, March 19.— The Emperor has not 
yet decided whether he will accept Prince 
Bismarck’s resignation, but ft Is believed in 
official circles that his Majesty will give a 
anal decision to-day. Some of the morning 
papers affirm thatthe Emperor yesterday in- 
formed Prince Bismarck that he would not in- 
sist upon his remaining in office it it was his 
desire to retire to private life. 

IRRECONCILABLE DIFFERENCES. 

It is stated to-day in well-informed pollt- 
circles that the present 
difference between the 
Emperor and Prince 
Bismarck is irreconcil- 
able. It arises from the 
Chancellor’s refusal to 
accede to a request 
made by Dr. Wind- 
thorst, the leader of the 
Clerical party in Ger- 

many, to restore to the 


throne of Hanover, the 
larger portion of the 
Guelph fund. 

The report is repeated 
to-day that the Emperor proposes to appoint 
Gen. von Caprivi, who is now commander of 
the-Tenth Army Corps, to the Chancellorsh!p. 

DR. WINDTHORST HESITATES.

During the two years of pth. that followed 
the Ministers co-operated earnestly with the 
King in strengthening the Prussian army and 
conducted the negotiation’ by which Austria, 
Saxony, and the South German States 
were precipitated into a war alnst 
Prussia, The seven weeks campaign of 1866 
resulted in the complete victory of Prussia, 
the practical elimination of Austria from in- 
fluence in German affairs, and the rise of 
Prussia to the position of the leading German 
power. In recognition of his services Bis- 
marck was created a Count. As soon 
as Austria was overcome Ceunt Bismarck 
proceeded to coneolidate the German States 
for the Inevitable struggle against France, 
and was so successful that in 1870 those king- 
domes that had fought with Austria against 
Prussia stood with Prussia against France. 
Before the successful termination of 
the war of 1870 Bismarck occupied the 
position of Foreign Minister of the North 
German confederation, Chancellor of the con- 
federation and President of the Federal Coun- 
cil. In January, 1871, when the German Em- 
pire was created, Count Bismarck was ap- 
pointed to the office of Imperial Chancellor, 
with the rank of Prince, which he bas held 
ever since. In October, 1873, he was ap- 
pointed Prussian premier. He waged a fierce 
warfare against the Catholics, but afterwards 
formed an alliance with the clerical party 
against the Liberals. His relations with Em- 
peror William I. were of the must friendly 
character. During the short reign of Freder- 
ick he was not in sympathy with the 
liberal policy of that monarch, but 
retained his offices. At the beginning of the 
reign of the present Emperor he appeared to 
be in perfect sympathy with him, but ot late 
there have been rumors that the relations 
were decidedly strained. Prince Bismarck 
presided over the deliberations of the Berlin 
convention of 1878 and did much to check the 
advances of Russia. The famous triple all- 
ance is credited to his genius. In his polit- 
ical career he has been an unswerving {friend 
of monarchism and a bitter opponent of 
democracy or a liberal monarchy. Many 
belleve that his quarrel 
with the Emperor stroke 
of cheap olloy and that the 
Emperor and his minister are in perfect 
accord. Among the nobility and the middle 
classes in Germany there has been a wing 
dislike to the prevailing absolutism, and the 
smaller Kingdoms, especially Bavaria, have 
bitterly opposed the policy of the Iron 
eer sine . in Prussianizing Ger- 
any, Many doelleve that the recent 
— of the Emperor favoring socialism was 
inspired by his Chancellor, the object 2 
to give those desiring a more liberal form 
government only the choice between absolu- 
tism and anarchy, and to secure to the crown 
through fear of socialism the support 
of the middle classes who desired a 
more limited monarchy, and would only 
be found on the side of the Emperor to avoid 
a worse evil. The eonsummate skill with 
which Bismarck has frequentiy gained his 
point 4! setting one of his enemies against 
another is well known, and not afew believe 
that his present course has the same object in 
view and that his discontent with the course 
of the Emperor is simulated.

THE SOUTHERN FLOODS. 


Indieations of Serious Overfliows in Arkan 
sas—Nows From Other Points. 


ARKANSAS City, Ark., March 18.—With the 
exception of the Sappington laop crevasse, 
the levees are intact. Levee men are of the 
opinion thatfrom Fisher loop up the levees 
could stand 2% feet of water. From Fisher 
loop to this place the water Is within 4 inches 
of the top of the levee, and it it ia beld out it 
will have to be held out by sand bags. From 
the upper pars of town down to Fulton 
Lake, two miles below, the water is 
from 10 to 20 inches above the top of 
the levee, and is kept out by means of a 
line ofsandbags. The Fulton Lake levee can 
stand atleast three feet more water. Five 
thousand gunny sacks were received from the 
Vicksburg on her way down. Five thousand 
more were brought down from Little Rock to- 
day and5,000 are expected from Memphis on 
the Kate Adams this evening. Eighty men ar- 
rived trom Memphis on a special train over 
the Louisville, New Orleans & Texas. A 
trestie on the Desha Lumber & Planting Co.’s 
Railroad gave way this evening. The Iron 
Mountain road is stili all right to Trippe. 
The Arkansas and White Rivers, which come 
into the Mississippi fifty miles above here, 
have been on the rise and the Mississ- 
ippi receiving their waters slowly 
the low lands at their mouths are 
flooded. Bayou Bartholomew is also ex- 
pected to overflow from receiving the waters 
of the Arkansas now submerging Gum 
Swamp.

JBFFERSON CITY, March 18.—Prosecuting At- 
torney Davidson this morning filed informa- 
tion with Justice Wagner of this city charg- 
ing ex-State Treasurer E. T. Noland with 
embezzling the funds of the State intrusted 
to his custody as Treasurer. Mr. Noland 
was present at the time ot the filing the in- 
formation and at once gave himself. up. 
Preliminary examination was waived by the 
ex-Treasurer and he was admitted to ball in 
the sum of 3, 000. The embezziement 
charged consists of the deficits unearthed by 
the committee appointed by the Governor to 
examine into the affairs of his office. The in- 
stitution of criminal proceedings was not @ 
surprise, as they have been discussed here 
every day since the publication of the 
report of the committee. The Cireuit Court 
will convene here in May next, at which time 
an indictment will likely be found. 


Gov. Francis placed the information in the 
hands of the Prosecuting Attorney at lz o'clock 
last Thursday, and Noland might have been 
arrested at any time after thathour. The 
fact that he has not been signifies nothing. 
it now comes out that as soon 
as Gov. Francis found that Treasurer Noland 
Was short in his accounts he ordered that a 
watch be kept on him, and since February 27 
Mr. Noland bas been under surveillance. 
Every step thathe has taken since then bas 
been watched, and every time that he has left 
his bome he has been shadowed, It was not 
expected that he would run away. Noone 
imagined that he would attempt to escape, 
but it was deemed prudent to watch him, and 
he has been under the eye of an officer ever 
since he admitted to the Governor that he had 
used the money of the State. 

Noland's arrest was not a sensational 
matter, for while it is sure that he will be 
— in confinement and prosecuted, there 
ssome sympathy for him in Jefferson City, 
andthe awful experience he has yet to un- 
dergo willbe forced < er him as gently as 

ssible. He was well liked there and bis 
all is sincerely regretted. His home is there 
and In itare wife and children, bis wife’s sis- 
terand his old mother. He has been with 
them and from their midst he must be taken 
and carriedtoaprison. It is one thing to ar- 
rest a man in St. Louls and take him 300 miles 
to a penitentiary, but itis anotherto take 
man from acomfortable and what had been a 
happy home in Jefferson City and march him 
two or three blocks to the prison gates. 

Probably it was never necessary to perform 
a more disagreeable duty tnan that which 
lay before the State officers. Noland’s family 
Will do much for bim in ~ peg he. the sen- 
tence which will be imposed on bim. The fact 
that he has supported and cared for so well 
his own familly and his relations is something 
which will have ite weight and its effect, and 
it is having it now, for it is the reason why he 
has not been taken from his home already and 
locked up in jail. 


Some New Facts ef the Case. 


Gov. Francis is the only person to whom 
Noland can appeal for clemency in case he 
is convicted. If Gov. Francis had been 
the one to swear out the war- 


rant against the defaulting Treasurer 
he would have been placed in a very queer 
predicament when Noland’s friends applied 
to him for a pardon, as ths most assuredly 
will. The Governor dis sed the question 
with his friends and the ally came to the 
conclusion that it woul utterly impossible 
for uim, in his official position, to act as the 
prosecutor. 

This conclusion was definitely arrived at 
only afew days ago, and a person to act as 
the prosecutor nad to then be decided on and 
a pian for the prosecution of Mr. Noland ar- 
ranged. 

His arrestto-day was in accordance with 
the plan fixed upon. As was expected, he 
waived a preliminary hearing and gave bonds 
for his appearance before the Cireuit Court 
of Cole County, which also attends 
to the criminal cases, on the third Monday in 
May. Judge Edward Edwards: will appoint 
the members of the Grand-jury and it is ex- 
pected of course that Noland will be indicted, 

HOW HE TOOK THE MONEY. 

It has not heretofore been explained exactly 

how Noland got the money out of the State

clerks that he would attend to all the 

and handle ali the checks. On the 

y Ofevery month he would attend to 

the monthly clearances and in this way cover 

Up the deficit which was gradually increasing 
in the treasury. 

When he got short of funds and wished to 
tap the till’’ again be would write out a 
check for a certain sum, placing the 
same figures on the stub as 
the check. He would afterwards raise 
the sum on the check by some manipulation 
of the figures, and whilethe amount on tue 
stub would remain untouched, the check 
would be raised to suit his convenience. 

THE CHECK VIGNETTE. 

In the upper left-hand corner of each State 
Treasury check it is customary to have 
some vignette printed, the design to 
be selected by the State Treasurer. 
Mr. Noland chose as his emblem the pictures 
of his twin daughteis, Mary and Mar- 
guerite, very pretty littie giris. The 
emblem was admired and commented 
on by his friends, and since his 
disgrace comment has been more free. Every 
time that Noland would sit down to deliber- 
ately steala certain amount of money from 
the State by — the amount on one ot the 
checks, he would Have the pictures of his two 
little daughters, upon whom it is said he 
lavished all the abundant affection of a fond 
father’s heart, looking right into bis face as 
he committed the crime. It is thought that 
this alone, without any feelings of right or 
wrong, should have deterred any man from 
such adeed. Itis to be presumed that after a 
while he becaine more accustomed to the 
pictures of his little girls on the checks, but 
at iret he mast have indeed steeled 
bis heart to commita crime with their clear 
eyes looking into his and when he could not 
but knowthe disgrace that must inevitably 
tall upon them. It is said that he expected to 
pay backthe amount of the defdication by 
making a winning, but this evidently never 
eccurred.

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 18.—So far as 
charges against the present Marshal for East 
ern Missour!l are concerned, Congressman 
Kinsey said they were not of sufficient weight 
to warrant any action against the incumbent. 
Not only had Mr. Kinsey looked into the mat- 
ter of the assertions against the Hannibal 
Deputy Marshal, but District Attorney Rey- 
nolde had done the same thing and nothing 
could be found that would justify a recom- 
mendation against the present official. On the 
other hand, Frank Buchanan’ thinks 
that Congressman Kinsey tajked the way 
he did simply to get delay un- 
til he could find a man for the 
place, or until his own political ends could be 
satisfied. Mr. Buchanan is not struck on Con- 
gressman Kingey. He don’t like his action in 
the Marshaiship matter. The congressional 
representative in the House is not allowing 
Mr. Bychanan’s efforts to have a change made 
and himself nominated to the vacancy to 
worry him. The charges against the Hanni- 
bal Deputy Marshal have been briefed up and 
the Attorney-General is looking into the mat- 
ter. The latter bas not intimated that he will 
make a change. 

Congressman Tarsney of Missouri has in-

WASHINGTON, D. O., Mareh 18.—Mr. Sher- 
man, from the Senate Committee on Finance, 
reported to-day the following tax substitute 
for his anti-trust bill. In the shape presented 


to-day Mr. Sherman thinks he hasmet and 
overcome all objections to the meas- 
ure on the ground of unconstig- 
tionality. The members of the committee 
reserve the right to express their opinion of 
the bill when it comes up for consideration. 
The substitute provides that all arrange- 
ments, contracts, agreements, trusts or com- 
binations between two or more citizens or 
corporations, or both, of different States, or 
between two or more citizens or corporations, 
or both, of the TWaited States aud for- 
eign States, or citizens or corpora- 
tions thereof, made with a view or 
which tend to prevent free and full competi- 
tion in the importation, transportation or 
sale of articles imported into the United 
States, or with a view which tends to prevent 
full and free competition in articies on 
rowth, production or manufacture of any 
tate of the United States with similar 
articles ofthe growth, production or manu- 
facture of an other tate or Territory 
or, in the transportation or sale of like arti- 
cles, the production of any State or Territory 
of the United States into, or within any other 
State or Territory of the United States, 

And all arrangements, trusts or com- 
binations between such ecltizens or cor-. 
porat ions, made with o view, or 
which tend to advance the cost to the 
consumer of any such articles, are hereby 
declared to be against public policy, unlawful 
aud void. And the Circuit Court of the 
United States shall have original jurisdiction 
and of all suite of a civil nature 
at common law or in equity arising 
under this section and to issue all rem- 
edial process, orders or write proper and 
necessary to enforce ite provisions. And the 
Attorney-General and the several District At- 
torneys are hereby directed inthe name of 
the United States, to commence and prose- 
cute allcasestofinal adjudgment and exec.- 
tion. 

Sec. 2. That an 
jured or damnifie 


person or corporation in- 
by such arrangement, con- 
tract, agreement, trust or combination, de- 
fined in the first section of this 
act may sue tor and recover in any court of 
the United States of competent jurisdiction, 
without respect tothe amount Involved, of 
any person or corporation a party to a combi- 
nation described inthe first section of this 
act, twicethe amount of damages sustained 
andthe costs of the suit, together with a rea- 
sonable attorney’s fees.

TAKES AN APPEAL. 


The Anti-Trust Law te be Tested Before the 
Supreme Court. 


The anti-trust law having been deciared to 
be unconstitutional in part, by Juage Dillo 
last Tuesday, in the Circult Court, Cireul 
Attorney Clover has thrown up his bonds and 
Geclined to plead further in the case 
against the Simmons Hardware Co., before 
the Circuit Count, Sofar it is a complete 
victory for the Simmons Hardware Co. 
In his decision Judge Dillon went to the root 
of the law and left no room to doubt bis 
meaning. He sald: 


In no part of the act is it said that a failure 
to make this oath shall forfeit the charter or 
be ground for adjudging it forfeited. In the 
first part of sec. 6it is said that any corpora- 
tion created under the laws of this State which 
shall violate any of the — sections 
shall thereby forfelt ite rights and franchises. 
But making this oath is not required by any- 
thing In any of the preceding sections. The 
only thing said as to the effect of not making 
this oath, is that for a failure todo so, the 
Secretary of State is required to immediately 
revoke the charter. But we have seen that 
that provision must be disregarded as 

CLEARLY UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

This being so the act in express terms at 
least provides no penalty for failure to make 
this oath. And the act being clearly penal in 
its nature, we are confined within narrow 
limits wben indulging in intendments beyond 
the plain terms of the act. Courts do not ad- 
judge a forfeiture of property except when the 
language of the law relied on is clear. A care- 
ful reading of the act does not satialry me that 
the Legisiature Intended that a corporation 
might be brought intocourtand its charter 
adjudged to be forfeited simply for the rea- 
son that it refused to make this affidavit 
regardless of whether or not it had been 
auilty of doing any of the things prohibited 
by the act. The directing of the Secretary of 
State todeciare the charter revoked for fall- 
ure to make this oath was the particular 
method provided by the Legislature for en- 
forcing the previous parts ofthe act. And 
that method being unconstitutional falis to 
the ground, If this view is correct it disposes 
of the questions raised by this demurrer for, 
as all have seen, the only charge made against 
this company is that it failed to make this 
affidavit.’’ 

Mr. Clover, after declining to plead against 
this ruling, which really left him no ground 
to stand on, refilled a motion for an appeal 
which was sustained and he wiIII 
take the case to the Supreme 
court, There he will hold that the court has 
jarisdiction to revoke the charter of a cor- 
poration refusing to answer the inquiry of the 
Secretary of State, whether it belongs toa 
trust or other body not allowed 
by law. The defense will still hold that 
the law is a penal one, and that 
no law or court in the land can compel an in- 
dividual or St to criminate himselt 
or itself by truthful nswering the question 
admitting it does belong to a trast. It is taken 
for granted in law that the Simmon’s Hard- 
ware Oo. does belong to a trust, but such is 
nota known fact,

DEMOCRATIC PARTY. . 


St. Louis Has a Big Interest in the Contest 
for the Supremacy of Pure Lard.

) oleomargarine, is attracting a great deal of 
attention in St. Louis just now, and there isa 
strong hope that the bill now before Congress 
will be passed.

Efforts Will Likely Be Made hy the Demo- 
crats to Divide the Colored Vote—How 
Noiser Will Proceed—The Southeast Said 
to Be Partly Pacified—Harry Snyder 
Starts a Democratic Reform. 


The formation of a Democratic Club bya 
large number of colored Republican voters in 
North St. Louis and the efforts which they are 
making to have voters of their race desert the 
party which they have stood by so long, but 
whioh they claim bas failed to give them any 
recognition is causing a great deal of talk in 
Democratic circles just now. The leaders in 
the secession have held conferences 
with both the Democratic State and 
City Committees and bave been favorably 
received. Heretofore the Democratic poll- 
ticlans have not put much faith In the repre- 
sentations of colored men thatthey were tired 
of bDelng ignored by the Republican party and 
intended to come over tothe Demdédcrats, but 
the present movement is receiving consider- 
able encouragementand will likely be given 
much more if several Democratic leaders have 
thelr way. A leading Democrat whose 
counsel lu often taken by the partyin im- 
portant matters said this morning: 7 

‘*I belleve the colored men who are in the 
present move are honestin their intentions, 
and I believe the disaffection among colored 
Republicans is so great thatifthe Democrats 
take advantage of it in the right way they can 
make a division in the colored vote in St. 
Louls. With the exception of Pohiman there 
is nota Republican local office-hoider, I am 
toid, who has given any colored man a posi- 
tion, and the best they have been able to get 
from any source is janitorships. Now 
by reason of our public school 


system a eat many of the colored 
people of St. ulg are well educated, and 
this class—which is of course the better class 
—is very sore over the position taken by the 
Republican office holders that colored men 
are not fit for any public places except jan- 
itorships. Now, I belleve in the Democratic 
party giving the colored men recognition. 
Make some of them clerks in public offices and 
I belleve we can split the colored yote in two. 
Itell you we have to do something ofthat 
kindto make up for our losses among the 
Irish. Ido not know whether it Is due to the 
influence of Biaine and Kerens in securing 
Federal recognition for the Irish, but it is 
nevertheless certain that the Democratic 
party in St. Louis is losing a great many voters 
of that class. 

The person who expressed himself as quoted 
above is a Democrat who, as stated, has some 
control over the movements of his party, and 
as there are several other Demucratic leaders 
who are in the same frame of mind on this 
subject it will not be so very surorising if the 
Democrats should enter into some arrange- 
ment with disaffected colored Republicans.

How Neiser Will Proceed. A CHICAGO MYSTERY. 


Mr. William C. Marshall, attorney for Mar- 
tin Neiser, the alleged usurping Marshal who 
was ousted by Marshal Thomas, said this 
morning that at the meeting of the Supreme 


Court on March 2 he would probably make 
application for a writ of quo warranto, but if 
the court was not ready to bear it at that 
time that the matter would rest until 

the April term of the court. Mr. Marshall 
further said that after application was made 
for the writ, it would not be sixty days before 
the case was decided. When asked whether 
he thought that in case of a decision favorable 
to Neiser that Thomas would have to be re- 
sponsible to Neiser for his salary during the 
period for which the latter had been deprived 
of the office, Mr. Marsball said: 

„No, I do not think so. The city will have 
to pay both men. That was decided in the 
case of Judge Dennison against Judge White. 
Mayor Francis appointed White Judge of 
the Second District Police Court, and 
Judge Dennison contested it on the grounds 
that it was illegal. The case was decided in 
Denniteon’s favor by the Supreme Court, and 
the city had to pay both judges their gal- 
aries.’ 

How about Neiser’s deputies? Will they be 
entitled to their back pay, also?“ 

„Well, that is a question, but in my judg- > 
ment they will, If it had not been for the 
Mayor’s order they would not, but that, in my 
judgment, makes the city liable for their 
pay. The city took the position of refusing to 
allow them to perform services which they 
were willing and entitied to perform. 


A Woman Locked Up as Drunk the Victim 
of Foul Play. 


CHICAGO, Ill., March 18.—The police have 
another murder mystery on their hands. Late 
Sunday night a woman was found lying on the 
road at the intersection of the Fifty-first street 
boulevard and Morgan street.

The police 
thoucht she was intoxicated and carted her to 
the Thirty-first Street Station, where she re- 
mained for several hours. As she showed no 
signe of reviving, she was then removed 
to the County Hospital, where she 
died last evening without having recoy- 
ered consciousness. When the surgeuns at 
the hospital examined her at the time of her 
arrival, they found her scalp badly cut and a 
fracture at the base of the skull. There were 
also bruises on her arms. It has been learned 
thatthe unfortunate woman was Mrs. Jennie 
Bingham, formerly of Milwaukee, but known 
in Chicago as Mrs. Jennie Taylor. She has 
been living in his city with a man named 
Zach Taylor, an engineer. He claims that she 
was married to a man named Binghbam,known 
in Milwaukee as Maj Bingham, but ieft 
him on learning that he had another wife liv- 
ing. She came to Chicago and worked 
in a restaurant, where Taylor met her. 
Since then they have been living together. 
Taylor says she was in the habit of calling at 
the place where he is employed every night 
and waiting until he was off duty, at 9 
o’clock, when they would go home together. 
The last time he saw her was Saturday after- 
noon. He was much alarmed sunday night 
at her disappearance and last evening on 
hearing of the unknown woman having been 
conveyed to the hospital, went there, where 
he identified her. Taylor is held by the po- 
lice. He strongly protests his innocence of 
any complicity in her murder. The murdered 
woman’s sister, a Mrs. Parks of this 
city, tells the same story as Taylor 


about her past life. She added 
that her sister was in great fear of Mal. 
Bingham; that he was madiy in love with her 
and she had said she feared he would kill her 
ifhe found her. The landlady of the apart- 
ment house where Taylorand the murdered 
woman roomed claims thatthe man answer- 
ing the description of Bingham given by Tay- 
lor called several days agotosee Mrs. Bing- 
ham, but she was absent. Mrs. Parks says 
Bingham was an inmate of an insane asylum 
at Milwaukee at one time and afterwards held 
some sort of clerical position there. 

Mrs. Bingham left her sister’s house oa 
State street Sunday 1 to call as usual 
for Taylor. She bad but a few blocks to walk. 
Four hours later she was found as descri 
above ata point nearly five miles distant 
lying in the roadway in a dying condition. 

A dispateh from Milwaukee says: George 
O. Bingham cannot be found here. He was 
sent to the County Hospital some weeks 9 
but was discharged some days since. he 
police have not seen him for several days.

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC LIGHTING Co. 
STRIKES BACK AT THE SUPERVISOR. 


General Superintendent Ayer Appears Be- 
fore the Board of Public Improvements 
and Talks Plainly to the Commissioners 
—Plans for the Elevated Road Submitted 
Te-Day—City Hall Notes. 


At the meeting of the Board of Public Im- 
provements to-day General Superintendent 
Ayer of the Municipal Electric Lighting Co., 
put in an appearance and requested the per- 
mission of the board to make an oral reply to 
the statements contained In the letter sent out 
by Supervisor of Public Lighting Matiock p 
few days ago. The letter had the 
approval of the board before it 
was sent to Mr. Sutter“ company, 
and for that reason Mr. Ayer chose to make 
his reply forthe company tothat body. The 
letter from Mr. Matlock charged the com- 
pany with stringing several hundred miles of 
wire without the necessary permits and with- 
out notifying the inspectors that they might 
examine the wire. Mr. Ayer entered a general 
denial, and said he was prepared to show 
permits from Mr. Matiock’s office for every 
mile of wirethat had beon strung, and that 
his company could prove to the satisfaction 
of the board that every line had 
been inspected by Mr. Matiock’s deputies. He 
was exercised to some extent and was very 
emphaticin denying Mr. Matiock’s charges. 
After making his explanation, he said he 
stood willing to answer any question and 
prove everything he had said in reply to the 
Supervisor's statements, 

Mr.Matiock was not present during Mr.Ayres’ 
address. He was questioned by the Commis- 


sioners, but instead of yielding an inch, was 
more emphatic in reiterating his denial of the 
charges. 

O. F. Stephanus presented his credentials as 
Assistant Chiet Engineer of the Elevated Rall- 
road Co., which proposes to construct a road 
on the franchise granted the Scotts and their 
associates, and submitted plans and specifi- 
cations for the elevated structure from Third 
and Washington avenue to Fourth and Mor- 
gan streets. The plans showed the location 
ofthe columns. their height, and gave a gen- 
eral description of the proposed work. 
The plans were received and re- 
ferred to the Committee on 
Streets. Mr. Stephans appeared before 
the board with the same plans some weeks 
ago, but the board, having no knowledge of 
his connection with the company, declined to 
receive them.

WANT GREATER SPEED. 


The Protest of Chicago Suburbanites Has Its 
Effect. 


CIAO, II., March 18. -The vigorous pro- 
test of the suburbanites against the action of 
the railroad companies in recently reducing 
the speed of all trains to ten miles an hour or 
less, inside the city limits, in compliance 
with an ordinance enacted years ago, has had 
its effect. The City Council passed anew ordi- 
nance last night aftera lengthy discussion. 
It divides the city into three 
districts. Within the first district 
passenger trains are allowed to run twenty 
miles an hour; in the second twenty-five miles, 
and in the third thirty-five milesan hour. The 
roads are 12 to build on each side of 
their rights of way substantial walis or fences 
of such material, size and design and within 
such period as the Mayor and Commissioner 
of Pubile Works may designate, and to erect 
and maintain gates and signal-beiis at such 
crossings as shail be designated by the Mayor 
and Commissioner of Public Works. No round 
is allowed to take advantage of the ordinance 
until itcomplies with its provisions. Railroads 
failing to do this are to be governed by the old 
ten-mwiies-an-hour ordinance.

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TEN FIREMEN KILLED. 


A TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE AT A FIRE IN 
INDIANAPOLIS LAST NIGHT. 


Firemen Buried Under the Debris of a Burn- 
ing Building—Eighteen More Seriously 
Injured—Searching the Ruins—The De- 
struction of the Bowen-Merrill Co.’s 
Publishing House—A Second Landslide 
Feared at Troy, N. . 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 18.—The bdild- 
ing facing on* Washington street, west of 
Meridian, occupied by the Bowen-Merrill 
book concern, was destroyed by fire yester- 
day afternoon and ten firemen lost their lives 
with it, while sixteen others were injured. 
The fire started about 3 o’clock, near the 
furnace in the sub-basement, and was at first 
regarded asa very insignificant affair. The 
building was a marble front, four story and 
basement. The firemen could not locate the 
fire, and for two hours poured water into 
the front, while the fire was in 
the rear. The spectators left, thinking 
the fire was out. About 5:30, however, there 
was a terrible crash, andthe entire building 
except the front wall fellinward. A number 
of fremen were on the roof and went down 
with the debris, which piled forty feet high 
inside of the walls. There could be no doubt 
that the loss of life was great. The scene was 
a terrible one, and for a few minutes con- 
fusion reigned completely. Soon, however, 
500 volunteers were at work rescuing the liv- 
ing and extricating the dead. The groans of 
the wounded and their calls for help were 


heartrending.

A DBATH TRAP. 

The cause of the loss of lite is as yet not 
quite apparent. The only conclusion is that 
the building was a death trap. During the 
two hours and a half during which the fire 
was burning there had been scarcely a flame 
visible to the spectators in the streets, though 
volumes of smoke had been so dense as to 
utterly obstruct the vision. AtSo’clock the 
first entrance to the building was made by the 
firemen, who had previously been held back 
by the dense smoke issuing from within. 
Then ladders were raised from the front 
and rear of the building, and the 
bu may literally swarmed with fre- 
men. The crowds in the street began 
to disperse and everybody considered 
the fire practically extinguished when there 
was- a sudden crash and the whole building, 
except the Washington street front, fell in 
with a crash. Firemen were on each of the 
three floarsand the roof, and they were of 
course carried down in the collapse. It would 
seem that the building had been insufficiently 
tied to those on either side of it, and thatthe 
flames ate a hole in the center, letting the 
whole cave in. 

The Bowen- Merrill Co. carried a stock 
valued at $125,000, on which there was an in- 
surance of $70,000. The building was owned 
by Silas T. Bowen, and the loss on that will 
be 30,000. H. P. Wasson, dry goods, suffers a 
loss of $10,000 by smoke and water, and Byram 
& Sullivan, dry goods, half that amount. Sey- 
eral smialler stocks are badly damaged. Col. 
Sam Merrill of the firm is the newly appointed 
Consul-General at Calcutta, and was to have 
left for his post to-morrow. 

SEARCHING THE RUINS. 

A great throng surrounds the ruins of the 
Bowen-Merrill Book Concern this morning. 
An army of workmen is busily engaged cart - 
ing away the debris to exhume the bodies of 
the dead and injured buried there. The voices 
of several persons in the ruins can be clearly 
heard above the noise of workmen removing 
the piles of brick and broken timbers. 


Two Yale Students Drowned. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 18.—The bodies 
of Edwin Rowe, Jr., member bf the Senior 
Scientific Claes of Yale, and Jarius Kennan 
of the Freshmen Scientific Class, were washed 


ashore at West Haven yesterday. They had 
hired a sail boat the day before to go to Mil- 
ford, eight miles down the sound. They 
started home against a strong wind and 
heavy sea. Their boat was dashed against 
the breakwater of this harbor. Rowe was the 
son of Edwin Roweof this city, while Ken- 
nan’s father, a railroad superintendent, re- 
sides in Pine Bluff, Ark.

BELOW FREEZING POINT. 


A Cold Wave Serlously Damages Tender 
Vegetation in Florida : 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., March 18.—The mer- 
cury fell below freezing point on Sunday 
night but the cold caused no damage in 
northern portions of the State, inasmuch as 
all young and tender growth had beén nipped 
by frost two weeks ago. 

A Pitusvinle special says: The mercury 
reached 82 deg. yesterday morning.

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LINCOLN COUNTY LEADS. 


The Democratic Committee of Lincoln 
County, Mo., has adopted resolutions 
requesting the Democrats of that county 
to instruct their delegates to the St. 
Joseph Convention to vote in favor of 
nominating a candidate for United States 
Senator, with the understanding that 
‘said nominee shall canvass the State in 
the interest of the Democratic party.” 
This is the plan by which Gen. PALMER 
proposes to refer the election of United 
States Senator more directly to the people 
of Illinois. 

If a majority of the delegates go to St. 
Joseph instructed to nominate a candi- 
date for Senator, every candidate nomi- 
nated by the Democrats for the Legis- 
lature throughout the State will be as 
much pledged to vote for the con- 
vention's nominee for Senator as 
the presidential electors are to vote for 
their party’s nominee tor President. The 
Democrats so elected to the Legislature 
will still be legally free ‘to bolt the party 
nomination and to vote for some one 
else, butnoone will dare to do it unless 
his own Democratic constituency shall 
have first repudiated the State Conven- 
tion’s nomination and instructed him to 
disregard it—a very remote and im- 
probable contingency. No presidential 
elector is legally bound by the action ‘of 
his party convention,but not one has ever 
disregarded it. 

The adoption of this plan by both par- 
ties would put both under bonds to nom- 
inate their strongest men before the 
people. It would put an end to the sale 
of Senatorships by State Legislatures or 
by asmall combination of men secretly 
formed to turn the scale between candi- 
dates before a party caucus in the Legis- 
lature. In other words it would make 
the election of Senators almost as di- 
rectly the act of the people as the elec- 
tion of Governor now is.

SHERMAN’S QUIBBLE. 


Senator SHERMAN admits that the Presi- 
dential electors of each State must be ap- 
pointed in such manner as the Legis- 
lature thereof may direct,’’ and then he 
denies the authority of a State Legislature 
to direct that they shall be elected by dis- 
tricts. Because the language of the Con- 
stitution is ‘‘that each State shall appoint 
in such manner as the Legislature thereof 
may direct,” he insists that the appoint- 
ment of each elector must be the direct 
act of the whole State, of its whole Legis- 
lature, or its whole voting population, or 
the appointment will be unconstitutional. 

This isa newly invented quibble, un- 
worthy of a Senator of SHERMAN’S age 
and standing. In 1796, when the framers 
of the Constitution were yet living, the 
sixteen electors of Massachusetts were 
directed to be chosen, fourteen by as 
many districts and two by the Legisla- 
ture. Five of the districts elected one 
each and there being no choice in the 
other nine districts the Legislature filled 
the nine vacancies. Nobody questioned 
the validity of a single one of these six- 
teen appointments. Massachusetts has 
appointed her electors in half a 
dozen different ways. She has had 
them chosen by the Legislature and 
by direct popular vote, by districts 
and by general ticket, and sometimes 
partly by one method and partly by 
another. In 1812 she apportioned her 
electors unequally among six different 
districts. By none of these various plans 
has she ever lost a vote. The electors 
appointed inthe manner directed by the 
Legislature were held to be appointed by 
the State. . . 

Whatever other objections may be 
urged against the Buchanan bill in Ohio, 
Senator SHERMAN’S claim that it is un- 
constitutional cannot be maintained.

CHARGED WITH PERJURY. | 


SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS IN THE DINS- 
MORE-GREGG DIVORCE CASE. 


Mrs. Caroline Gladys Dinsmore Lodged in 
the Tombs—The Accused Unable to Dis- 
prove Serious Charges Owing to Her Re- 
semblance toa Wayward Sister—An Im- 
portant Witness Recants. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCnu. 

NEW YORK, March 18.—Mrs. Caroline Gladys 
Dinsmore, the putative wife of Joshua Gregg, 
carpet dealer at Fourteenth street and Fifth 
avenue, is locked up in the Tombs prison 
charged with perjury. She was arrested Sat- 
urday torning by Detective Heidelberg of 
Inspector Byrnes’ staff, and after being taken 
to Police Headquarters was conveyed to the 
Tombs court and thence committed in default 
of $5,000 bail. The arrest grew out of the testi- 
mony given by the prisoner on Monday last 
before Judge Dugro in the Superior 
Court, where, ip her petition for an abso- 
lute divorce, she swore that she was 
never the proprietress nor an inmate of 
a house of questionable repute on East Tenth 
street, wherethe defendant claimed to have 
first met her. The court decided that the 
complainant had not established the fact of 
ber marriage to Gregg fully enough to go be- 
fore a jury and dismissed the complainant. 
It is claimed by Albert Day and ex-Recorder 
Smith, counsel for the accused, that the per- 
sonal action is simply an attempt to frighten 
their client, inasmuch asthe alleged perjury 
was notamaterial fact as the statute calls 
for, and furthermore that the bail is un- 
usval and excessive. A further hearing will 
be had té-morrow. There hre two clearly 
defined sides to the question of this woman’s 
arrest and separation from her children. She 
either has been cruelly wronged and degraded 
because she has no money, or she is a 
scheming adventuress, seeking to enjoy life 
by adventitiousaid. The story she telle isa 
remarkable one, but just where it should be 
strong itis weak. It is not unlike Eirons’ por- 
trayal ot The Two Sisters, although there 
is an apparent dissimilarity in that part where 
brazen vice is faunted with brutal boldness 

BEFORE TIMID VIRTUE. 

Two sisters there are in this everyday story 
of life in a big city, and if what the woman in 
the Tombs telle is true, she is the victim not 


of heartiess desertion of the erring sister, 
who could save her if she would come for- 
ward and tell the plain truth. 

My maiden name, said the prisoner yes- 
terday tothe Post-DISPATCH correspondent, 
‘*was Caroline Gladys Crowninshieid. I have 
a twin sister, Catherine Gertrude. We mar- 
ried brothers in Boston. My hus- 
band’s name was Thomas R. Dinsmore. My 
sister’s husband was Frank Dinsmore, and 
her marriage was previous to mine. While 
we were school girls our resemblance to each 
other was such as to sometimes puzzie one to 
tell us apart. Our dispositions, however, 
were not similar, and from thatIcan trace a 
good deal of my misfortunes. I became a 
widow in 1872, five months after my marriage. 
My sister lost her husband a short time after 
and later contracted a bigamous marriage 
with aman named Hargraves, whom she was 
forced to leave. That was the beginning of 
our family troubles. My sister Catherine 


came to New York, and, if the truth must be 
told, lost that respect for her owu reputation 
which every os woman should guard. I 
remained a widow until I met Mr. Gregz.’’

A SAD STORY, 


Starving Mrs. Shine Shares Her Scanty 
3 Means With a Fellow Sufferer.

NEW Tonk, March 18.—Lying on @ lounge in 
a poorly furnished room in the back tenement 
at No, 65 West Fifty-first street was the 
emaciated body ofa young woman, who had 
every appearance of having died of starva- 
tion. Her name was Lillie Woods. She was 
25 years old, and had been employed as a 
seamstress in a down town millinery store 


until last October, when she lost her position. 
Mrs. Margaret Shine, her husband and four 
children live in three fur- 
nished rooms at the above address. 
They are so poor that for many weeks 
one meal of bread and coffee per day bas been 
all they could afford.

The girl knew Mrs. Shine, and when she lost 
ber position she went to live in her apart- 
ments. Mrs. Shine shared her scanty meals 
with berand introduced her to a boatman 
named George Hopper, who used to visit her 
husband. opper proposed to the girl, and 
was accepted. He stated to a reporter 
that he had supplied the girl 
since his engagement to her with food and 
clothing, and thatshe was not starving. He 
said that he went to see heron Sunday night 
about 7 o’clock and invited her to go out fora 
walk. They gottothe corner of the street 
when sbe complained of feeling sick and they 
returned home. She sat in a chair in the 
front room and Hopper 8 she was 
getting white, ran fora doctor. ‘he: doctor 
was out and when Hopper returned the girl 
was dead. Death was said to be due to heart 
failure and consumption.

DANGER IMPENDING, 
MB. MILLER’S REFERENCE TO “GENTLE- 
MEN” BRINGS THREATS OF VIOLENCE 


Mr. Rogers Says He Has No License to Speak 
in That Manner—Excellent Prospects tor 
a Fistic Encounter in the School Board- 
The Ballet Boxes to Be Opened To-Day. 


Mr. Chas. F. Miller is no longer President of 
the School Board, but he has succeeded in 
making himself just as interesting a member 
as he was when the solid eleven was propos- 
ing tooust him. The committee on retrench- 
ment met yesterday afternoon and Mr. Miller, 
who is a member, walked in late. Mr. Jack P. 
Richardson jocularly addressed him as Mr. 
President, and Mr. Miller replied: 

Tou are mistaken;I am not the Presi- 


dent. . . 
Mr. ex-President, then, sald Mr. Rich- 


ardson, and Mr. Miller came back wien 
„Not that, or at least ‘for the time being 
only.“ 
Mr. Richardson suggested that the ex-offl- 
clal was hard to please and asked him to 


sit down. 

Mr. Miller did, and as he did he made a re- 
mark that has brought out blood spots on the 
moon. Be locked at all the committee at 
once and said: ‘‘Howare you, gentlemen— 
that is, those of you who are gentlemen, of 


course?“ 
A heavy, oppressive silence followed, and 
after a pause the committee resumed its 


work. 

Some of the members say they did not hear 
what Mr, Miller said, but they have heard of 
it since and they are all talking about it. It 
ignited tinder and the fames are spreading. 
The members of the committee do not know 
for whom the slap was intended, but on a 
rough guess they say Bosiey. 

At the last meeting of the board Mr. Miller 
asked that the names of the members of that 
committee be read out and in accordance with 
that request the Secretary began to read them. 
When he read the name ‘‘Bosley’’ Mr. Miller 
stopped him, tbrew up his hands and said in 
a characteristic way, ‘‘That Will do; stop.’’ 


The exclamation is now significant and the 
members of the committes say that Bosley 
was the man Miller meant when he made the 
strange remark in the commiitee meeting. . 

Probably the School Board fight will not be 
confined to the courts. Mr. Miller's insinuation 
hes fired some of his opponents, and now 
they are threatening f take matters in their 
own hands if the Millerites are not more 
guarded in their utterances. Mr. Henry L. 
Rogers said to-day: 1 did not hear Mr. 
Miller say what “is credited to him, but I was 
told of it afterwards, and Isimply want to 
say that Mr. Miller has no license to speak in 
that manner, and if he continues it the dis- 
pute in the School Board may assume another 
phase. Men will not consent to be spoken to 
in that manner. 

Mr. Rogers’ views are those of all the Auler- 
ites and there are numerous suggestions that 
next time Mr. Miller orone of his followers 
addresses a remark of that natureto any of 
the Aulerites, or speaks of them in the slichs- 
ing and belittling manner which hereto- 
fore has characterized their references to 
their opponents, there will be a free fight, no 
matter where or whea the objectionable lan- 
guage may be uttered. 

If threats count for aught or the Aulerites 
mean what they ony. the Millerites must put 
an end to personalities,or the community will 
witness the spectacie of two Pee 
who areso deeply interested in the welfare 
ofthe children of St. Louis that they give 
their time and labors for nothing, quitting 
the feld of argument and strategy and resort- 
ing to the prize ring to settle questions 
of courtesy and authority. It is not 
at all improbable that a fistic 
encounter or worse will grow out of this dis- 
pate: for the air is full of it, and it is more 
ikely to occur ifthe investigating committee 
keeps its doors closed, and does not use the 
governor which ali pleces of machinery need 
when running under high pressure and which 
in this case is the public. Some ofthe mem- 
bers of the committee are in favor of an open 
session, while others are opposed. 

Some say that the committee wishes to be 
free to take any testimony it sees fit, but if 
the meetings are open some things which 
might be brought out in the testimony might 
unjustly affect the characters of wen. 

The opinion of the others was expressed by 
Mr. Rogers when he said: ‘‘I think the public 
has a right to know just what has gone on in 
the School Board. If anything has been 
done which is wrong, the people ought 
to know it. If these charges have been un- 
justly made andthe accusation of extrava- 
rande is unwarranted it is only tar that 
that should be known. Iam in favor of an 
open session. Let everything be public and 
let everyone Enow just what has been done. 
Then it there has been any wrong-doing, let 
ee blame rest on those who ought to bear 


it. 

The committee will meet again to-morrow 
afternoon and then it will determine whether 
its proceedings are to be of the star-chamber 
variety or whether they will require publlo 
officiais to account to the publicfor their ae- 
tion., No report of the committee, based on a 
secret investigation, would have any weight 
with the people, and whatever it might be 
unless the testimony is known, everyone will 
— itas simply a means d accomplish an 
end. .

Demurrers Sustained in the 


School Board Cases. 


The Court of Appeals Claims to 
Have Jurisdiction Undér 
the Law. : 


The Constitutionality of the Law Not Passed 
Upon for Fear of Dire Results — The 
Court Intimates That the Law Under 
Which Scheol Board Members Have 
Been Elected for Years Is Not Valid, But 
Will Let the Supreme Court Say So— 
Arguments to Be Made on Questions of 
Fact—The Egtire Board in Danger if the 
Cases Are Appeaied—Preparing to Pre- 
sent the Other Oases. 


The Court of Appeals bas jurisdiction on 
School Board matters and has the power to 
pass on the eligibility ofthe members, but 
the question ofthe constitutionality of the 
law or act of March 30, 1887, regulating School 
Board elections will not be passed upon. 
Such is the decision ofthe Court of Appeals 
rendered this morning in the quo warranto 
proceedings against Messrs. William Macklin, 
Richard Bartholadt and Henry L. Rogers. 
The court-room was crowded this morning 
whenthe decision was rendered and during 
the reading of it the deepest § silence 
prevailed. Among the School Board Directors 
present were Messrs. McEntire, Bollman, 
Sheahan, Macklin, Bartholdt, Bosley and 
Kelly. The decision sustaining the demurrers 
of Circult Attorney Clover to the returns of 
Messrs. Macklin, Rogers and Bartholdt was 
read first by Judge Rombauer. As to the 
jurisdiction of the Court of Appeals in School 
Board matters there could be no question, as 
nease identical with these was decided twenty 
years ago. The dire results which 
would result from a decision declar- 
ing the law or act of March 30, 1887, 
unconstitutional and the fact that the re- 
spondents could not plead that their own 
election was void and that they were not en- 
titled to their seats prevented the court from 
passing onthe law. They would leave that 
tothe Supreme Court. The decision, which 
is full of interesting points on the law and 
School Board government, is as follows: 


THE DECISION. 

The following is in substance the decision of 
the court: 

The relator, Ashley C. Clover, Circuit At- 
torney, in his official capacity fled an infor- 
mation stajing thatthe respondent, claiming 
to have been elected November 5, 1889, at an 
election held for that purnose, to the office of 
a Diroctor of the Board of President and 
Directors of the St. Louls Public Schools, has 
ever since said date, and does now 
unlawtully hold and usurp said of- 
fee. Ine information further states that 
Dy the laws of this State at the time of said 
election it was provided that no one shall be 
eligible for the said office of School Director 
in said city of St. Louls who: shall not have 
paid a school tax for two consecutive years 
immediately preceding his election, and that 
the respondent had not paid such tax for said 
two consecutive years and was therefore dis- 
qualified for such office and his election to 
same was void. The information prays that 
the respondent may be cited to show cause by 
what authority he claims to have and hold the 
franchises aforesaid and that after due pro- 
ceedings had he be ousted therefrom. 

Upon his information we issued a writ com- 
manding the respondent to show cause tby 
what authority he held, used and exercised 
the office of director in said Board of Presi- 
dent and Directors ot the St. Louis Public 
Schools and show cause why be should not be 
ousted. 

The respondent appeared and made return, 
stating in substance the following facts: 


486 TO JURISDICTION. 

1. That this court had no jorisdiction to de- 
termine the complaint. 

2. That by the act of incorporation of the 
Board of President and Directors of the St. 
Louis Public Schools it is provided eaid board 
shail have power to judge of the qualifica- 
tions, elections and returns of its members. 

8. That the act of March 30, 1887,which is the 
only act providing for the payment of a 
school tax for two consecutive years immed!i- 
ately preceding an election, is unconstitu- 
tional. 

THE RETURN I6 FAULTY. 

To the return thus made the Circuit Attor- 

oy demurred, because the same is insuf- 
ficient in law for the following reasons: 

1. In not stating all the facts necessary to 
show that the respondent was eligible t the 
office of Director. 

2. In not stating any facts sufficient to show 
by what authority he claimed to hold said 
office. 

It is elementary thatin official proceedings 
ot quo warranto for the usurpation of a pub- 
lic office, it ia incumbent upon the respondent 
to show by his return and establish by his 
proof a valid titie to the office. 


THE DEMURRER WELL TAKEN. 

* „Ii view of the foregoing it will 
appear that the demurrer to the respondent’s 
return is welltaken. It was upon the respon- 
dent to show by his return that he was duly 
elected and properly qualified for the office, 
which he is charged of usurping, and this the 
return falis to show. he office is a public 
one, to which title can be derived only by vote 
of the people at an election duly held and the 
return nowhere states that the respondent 
ever was elected thereto, inthe only manner in 
which he could be elected, namely by the 
qualified electors. The first point made by the 
return is to the jurisdiction of the court. It 
does not appear whether that part of the return 
seeks to challenge the jurisdiction of this 
court, as well on the ground that the contro- 
versy involves the construction of the Con- 
stitution of this State, as on the ground that 
this court has no jurisdiction because the 
Board of President and Directors of the St. 
Louis Public Schools hes exclusive jurisdic- 
tion to determine the validity of the election 
of any of ite directors; but giving the benefit 
of the widest Interpretation to the return, we 
oonstrue it as a eg to raise both points. 

In regard to the first question raised we 
say, that upon write which this court issues 
in the exercise of its original jurisdiction, 
that jurisdiction within ite territorial limits is 
the same as that of the Supreme Court. Const. 
of Mo., art. 6, sec. 12.

POWRR OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

Those p of the respondent’s return 
which refer tothat subject contain certain 
provisiows of sec. 4of the original charter 
of the board granted February 18. 1633, and 
— 4 law of March 90, 1887, which forms part of 
the revised statutes of 1889, provides, sec, 
8116: ‘‘Nothing inthis article shall be con- 
strued as affecting the existing rightof any 
such boardte regulate the time and manner 
of conducting school elections, ud 
ject to the -provisions of this 
article, nor as-affecting the existing right of 
avy such board to determine the election and 
qualification of its members. Neither the 
original charter of 1883, nor its amendment by 
the Scheme and Charter, Revised Statutes 
1879, 1621, art. 18, sec. 1, nor the act of 

h 80, 1887, purport to confer upon the 
board the exclusive right to 
Qualifications, elections 
of the members. It was 

retended that the power of prescrib- 
ng the time, place and manner of elections 
gave tothe board any authority to prescribe 
elections on other days, or by other electoral 
bodies, tnan provided for by other parts of 
the charter, or by any law applicable to them. 
The body of electors, qualification of electors, 
qualification of directors, and time of election 
was 

FIXED BY THE CHARTER, 

and the board was powerless to change them. 
The qualification of electors and time of 
school elections was changed by art. 18 of 
the scheme and charter, and from that date 
until the law of 1887 was enacted elections were 
held under that provision. By no admissible in- 
terpretation can it be held that the original 
charter of the board intended to make its 
power in providing forthe election of its dl- 
rectors exclusive of the Legislature of the 
State, or its power to pass upon the qualifica- 
tions of its members final and exciusive of 
judicial review. It results that the demurrer 
to the return must be sustained. In cases 
State ex rel. vs. Macklin and State ex rel. vs. 
Bartholdt the pleadings are identical, and 
the same disposition is made of the demurrers 
to the return in those cases, 

AUG. REIMLER MAKES A STATEMENT. 

After the decisions had been rendered At- 
torney Muench of Lubke & Muench, repre- 
senting August Reimier, fled a return to 
Oircult Attorney Clover’s petition, 8 
stating that Mr. Reimier had paid is 
taxes as required by law and he therefore 
begged to dismissed. No question 
as to the lav or jurisdiction of the Court of 
Appeals was raised and the return was filed 
on the bare statement of facts on which the 
argument will be made. 

The —＋ da representing all the re- 
spontents will confer with the judges this 
evenin or to-morrow and decide on a 
day whee they will present their arguments 
on facts. The cases of Macklin, Rogers and 
Bartboldt were presented to the court on the 
question of law; that is, as to the jurisdiction 
of the court and the constitutionality of the 
law. The court having now decided that it 
has jurisdiction and refusing to pass 
on the constitutionality of the law, 
the next move is to argue on 
facts whichare. ‘‘Havethe directors paid 
a school tax for twoconsecutive years prior 
to their election?’’ Mesers. Macklin, Rogers, 
Bollmann and Bartholdt wiill haveto prove 
they have done se, and Messrs. Rozier, 
Kelly and Sheahan who appear as 
citizens without attorneys wWIII pro- 
duce their tax receipts. Mr. Reimier’s 
attorney willalso try to prove that he paid 
taxes as required by law. It is the desire of 
the court to hear all these cases in one day 
and render one decision which will cover all 
cases; as they are all the same and for that 
reason they have asked the attorneys to con- 
fer with them. 


The Bollman Case. 


The case against Oscar Bollman was treated 
separately. He filed areturn stating he paid 
a school tax as a member of the firm of Henry 
Bollman & Sons, and thatthe law compelling 


him to doso is invalid and that the Court of 
— 1 has no jurisdiction. The court, as 
will be seen, instructs Mr. Boilman to piead 
differently and not argue ths law but to argue 
on facts. The ruling is as follows: 

**The same demurrer has been filed by the re- 
lator to this return as in the three cases above 
mentioned and for the reasons first stated, in 
our decision affecting the other cases, must 
be sustained. Asnofinal judgment can be 
made in the present state of the record in 
either of these cases, we deem it proper in 
this case to in our views as tothe proper 
mode of plea these actions. 

Proceeding o warranto cases upon 
official infor: in an appellate tribunal 
are not gov by the code of practice 
except in so the chapter on quo war- 
ranto provide tor a mode of procedure, but 
arein other respects as at common law. 
The chapter provides that the information 
shalibe proceeded on lu such manner as is 
usual in case of such information in the nat 
ure ofaquo warranto. The usual mode isfor 
the respondent, iftne information is filed in 
the wrong court, to raise the question by 
special piea, or if it states no course of action, 
to demur, otherwise to disclaim or justify. If 
the respondent justifies he should state ail 
the facts entitling him to the 
office he holds as the burden of pleading and 
showlaog such facts is upon him. Now the 
return of Boilman in its first two paragraphs 
is a mere argument on the law and in the last 
two paragraphs an argumentative statement 
offact. We need not inform counsel that 
they can not raise lesues both of law and fact 
in the same pleading at common law. More- 
over, neither of them is properly raised by 
this return. The appropriate place for points 
ot lau which may arise upon the facts stated 
in the proceedings is not lu the pleadings but 
in the brief.

CORONER’S INVESTIGATIONS 


Made Necessary by Two Fatal Accidents on 
Last Sunday—The Findings. 


Yesterday Edward Wahrheit died at the 
City Hospital. On February 27 the deceased, 
who was but 16 years of age, was at workin a 
quarry in the southern bart ot the city when 
a derrick gave away. He was caught beneath 
the pole and badly crushed. Hisright arm 
was broken, his face was bruised and his in- 


ternal organs shocked. Death was due to 
these injuries. The deceased was single and 
lived at 1121 Hickory street. An inquest was 
held to-day. 

VERDICT OF ACCIDENTAL DEATH, 

An inquest was held at the Coroner’s office, 
and a verdict of accidental death returned 
yesterday in the case of Jonn Seibold. The 
deseased attempted to climb on a moving 
train in the yards at Clark avenue and Eigh- 
teenth street about5 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. He missed his footing and fell beneath 
the wheels. His right leg was crushed, his 
rightarm ground to pieces and his nervous 
system oompletely shattered. He died shortty 
after noon. Seibold was a single man, 20 
years of age and a blacksmith by trade. He 
had been in this city about nine years, living 
at 908 North Fourth street.

AN ANTI- CHINESE COMBINE, 


A Scheme to Drive the Mongolian Laundry 
men Out of Business. 


New Tonk, March 18.—The Master Laundry- 
men’s Association of the States of New York 
and New Jersey has declared war against the 
Chinese laundries, and the fight Is to begin at 
once. The association met in this city last 
evening and prepared the plan of campaign. 
Twenty-five laundry-owners, representing 
capital to the amount of $20,000,000, 


were present, and G. H. Barnard, 
President of the Troy City Laundry. 
presided. It was stated at the meeting that 
allthe Chinese laundries in both States are 
owned by six Chinese corporations and that 
there is nota Chinese laundry in either State 
ownod by an individual. The smallest of the 
six corporations, it was said, controls over 
200 laundries managed by Mongolians. The 
meet ing was held to adopt heroic measures 
to prevent the Chinese from getting control of 
the business. Not long since the six cor- 
porations, it appears, combined for the 

urpose of purchasing the largest of the 

aundries in New York owned by white men. 
For this purpose it is claimed they raised over 
$1,500,000 as a preliminary fund and the meet 
ing last evening was calied for the purpose of 
checking the scheme. The following, among 
other resolutions, were adopted: 

Whereas, The Chinese laundry corporations 
of this city take $4,000,000 a year from the laun- 
dry business, most of which goes to China, 
and, as owing to their methods of work, com- 
petition ie impossible, as was snown yester- 
day by the action of the San Francisco author- 
ities im expelling them from the city; be it 

Resolved, That energetic efforts be made at 
once to institute against the Chinese laundries 
of this State and the State oft New Jersey a 
Vigorous war, and that $500,000 be ralsed with- 
in twenty days for the purposes named by 
three superintendents and the President of 
the Executive Committee. The plan of cam- 
pPaign as agreed upon inthe resolutions is as 
fellows: 

WheneveraChinese laundry is located a 
white laundry is to be established as near it as 
ie possible. When persons are seen patron- 
izing a Chinese laundry they areto be followed 
du their homes, if necessary, and induced to 
deal with the white laundrymen in prefer- 
ence. If necessary, the prices of the white 
laundry will be cut dow so much that com- 
petition, even from the Chinese, will be im- 
possible. All kinds of influence, not except- 
ing political, will be used to induce the people 
to trade with the American laundries. The 
Legislature will even be appealed to to stop 
the Chinese trafic. 

Immediately afterthe meeting $280,000 was 
subscribed and it was decided to make the 
positions of the superintendermts dependent 
upon their success in cutting down the Chi- 
nese trade. 

One of the laundrymen stated that if neces- 
sary $1,000,000' would be raised to drive the 
Chinese out of the business and under no cir- 
cumstances would there be any let up unt l 
the last Celestial had closed his shop.

The Denver Heavy-Weight Discusses Fight- 
ers and the California Athletic Clab.

their place of business by a revresentative of 
the Post-DISraTcH. There is astriking re- 
semblance in the appearance of the Colorado 
pugiliet, whois an Englishman by birth, and 
Jack Burke. Smith’s fighting weight is about 
168 or 170 pounds. He isabrother of Padday 
Smith, wo ies training Jimmy Carroll, whois 
to fight Jack McAuliffe before the California 
club Monday night. Paddy Smith is also to 
be one of Carroll’s seconds. Ed Smith re- 
turned from the coast a couple of months 
ago and while there issued challenges to Joe 
McAuliffe, Jim Corbett and all the heavy- 
weights out there, but was unable to get on a 
match with any of them, 

‘*‘Thave a very high opinion of Joe Me- 
Auliffe,’’ Smith remarked, ‘‘and think he 
can whip any man in the world except Sulli- 
yan. Ihe record of Sullivan I think entitles 
him to be classed as the greatest fighter liv- 
ing, and until he ie defeated we must accept 
bim as such. McAuliffe is the biggest man of 
any of the fighters. He stands six feet 
5 inches in his stocking feet and weighs 250 
pounds. Then he le very young, not more 
than about 24 years ot age. Heis a nice fel 
low, too. Although Jackson whipped him 
once I do not think he could do it again. I 
place Slavin ahead of Jackson as a Hghter, ana 
then I like Kllrain, Corbett and Mitchell. 
Those six men will have to decide among 
themselves which is the best, andthe winner 
is the man to go up against Ssulll- 
van for the champlonship. Dempsey is 
the greatest middle-weignt inthe world and 
he isa splendid fellow too. He spende his 
money like water. Ithink La Blanche can 
probably whip him, however, with four-ounce 
gioves, but with kid gloves or bare knuckies 
Dempsey would undoubtedly be the winner. 
tie has the science. La Blanche is pretty 
close and is boiding on to his money. While 
on the coast I was treated splendidly by him. 
Billy Murphy ie the greatest feather-weight 
living and I belleve George Dixon 
best 114-pound man. Ot the 
weights I prefer Jimmy Carroll 
think he will whip Jack Auliffe. Billy Haw- 
kens of Des Moines can defeat any of the 
welter weights. There is no 140-pound man 
a match for him. 

‘*When I met the Marine! knocked him out 
ina round and aA half, but was robbed ot the 
fight. The policg broke into the rin and ar- 
rested us. La Blanche was knocked out at the 
time and did not come to for a minute anda 
baif. The Denver people thought I was a 
sucker forthe Marine and had all bet on him 
and to save them I was robbed ofthe fight in 
my own town. 

Although the California Athletic Club is 
the best known on the coast, I think the 
Occidental Club is the bestclubthere. They 
use smaller gloves in their contests and never 
have any draws. All their fights are to a 
finish, Uniess a man has been sent for by 
one oft clubs there is no use in his going to 
th tto find a fight, for he will never 
get it.’’ 

Smith says he knows no Jimmy Smith in 
Denver and thinks the man who fought at 
Tacoma yesterdsy must be the Seattle pugilist 
of that name.

~ FLOATING BATTERIES. 


A SCHEME TO CHANGE UNCLE SAM's SINGLE 
TURRETED MONITORS. 


The Idea to Remove the Turrets and Supply 
the Vessels With Gans Mounted on Dis- 
appearing Carriages—A Bill Introduced 
in Congress — Utter Uselessness of the 
Monitors as Now Constructed. 


By Telerraphto the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw Tonk, March 18.—It ts reported that 
strong efforts are about to be made in certain 
naval quarters to induce Congress to authorize 
the converting of the single turreted monitors 
ofthe navy into ‘‘Floating batter les. The 
idea proposed is to take off the turrets and 
supply each vessel with two or more guns 
mounted on disappearing carriages, of the 
type now made by the Pneumatic Gun-car- 
riage & Power Co. A bill with this 
very object in view has already been intro- 
duced in the House, authorizing 
the Pneumatic Gun-carriage & Power Co. 
to convert the single turreted monitors 
Wyandotte and Nantucket into floating bat- 
teries. The project, in its first conception, 
does not appear to have attracted much at- 
tention in the Navy Department, but recent 
claims advanced by President Cecrecy of the 
Pneumatic Gun-Carriage Co. have not only 
aroused the liveliest interest, but have 
caused prominent officials to {conclude that 
the question, ‘‘What to do with the old 
Ericsson monitors,’’ has at last been an- 
swered. The proposition now about to be 
advanced is the removalof the turrets and 
guns from not only the Wyandotte aud Nan- 
tucket, but from all the single-turreted 
monitors. It is pointed out that the 
present 12-inch iron armor of the 
monitor turrets can be plerced by 
projectiles from any of the six-inch steel guns, 
while the projectiles from the fifteen-inch 
muzzle loading Dahigrens of the monitors can 
be stopped by four inches of modern armor. 
From the fact that the monitors are 80 
weighted down that only about 20 per cent of 
reserve buoyancy remains in their hulls it 
would be unsafe to add the additional weight 
consequenton strengthening the turret armor. 
On the other hand itis pointed out that the 
turrets of the old monitors cannot be adapted 
to modern high power steel guns with 
any safety to guns or crew from 
the fact that the revolving gear is so likely 
to jam on receiving heavy shocks. This 
trouble has been eliminated in the more mod- 
ern turrets, but still exists in the original ves- 
sels we now have on hand. It is therefore 
proposed to remove all this obsolete ineffi- 
cient material and utilizethe weights thus 
saved by putting below the water line high 
powered elghtor ten inch rifled steel guns 
mounted upon the most improved carriages of 
the type for disappearing guns which has 
been adopted bythe War Department as the 
type of carriage to be 

USED IN OUR COAST DEFENSES. 

In all there are thirteen single-turreted mon- 
itors, which it is proposed to convert into 
floating batteries. These vessele sre the 
Ajax, C@nonicus, Catskill, Jason, Lehigh, 
Mahopac, Manhattan, Montauk, Valiant, Wy- 
andotte, Nantucket, Passaic and Comanche. 
All the above vessels, reresenting an aggre. 
gate cost $7,000,000, are at present lying in 
ordinary,’’ nine at City Point, Va. ; two at the 
Washington Navy Yard, one at Annapolis 
and one at the Mare Island avy 
Tard. These vessels are the only armored 
vessels that we now possess in a state of com- 
pletion, and though of an antiquated type, 
will have to be depended upon in case of a 
declaration of war before other coast defense 
vessels are built. Inefficient as they are they 
must be taken care of, which is effected at 
considerable expense to the navy. By clear- 
ing the turrets off the decks of those Vessels, 
r in lieu of their present armament, 

igh powered guns on disappearing 
mounts, the country could 
tt is claimed, within 
thirteen. harbor defense vessels actually 
avallable at an expenditure of about „000. 
At the present time these monitors have a 
speed not much over six knotean hour. The 
lightening of each vessef would permit of ad- 
ditional weight being givento machinery 
allow ofa greater coal carrying capacity and 
possibly permit ot heavier armor being car- 
ried on the sides. A small outlay on the 
engineers’ department would afford forced 
draught to the boilers, applied directly to the 
ash pits, and also permit a substituting sur- 
face for jet condensers. The Pneumatic Gun- 
carriage Co. believes that if permitted to 
effect the changes on the single turreted 
monitors it can save the Government some 
$7,000,000 worth of pr tty, at present use- 
less for war purposes, but which can be made 
a first-class auxiliary to the coast defense 18 
tem. It isnot deemed for a moment that the 
vessels so transformed will be any more em- 
cient for sea purposes than they now are, 
and in vyocating the conversion 
many officers emphasize the fact 
we are obtaining strong harbor forts 
from point to point, but not war ships for the 
high seas as sought for in battle ships. It is 
calculated thata saving of fully 90 tons can be 
made dy the removaiof turrets and guns 
oe 6 Se turreted monitor andin their 
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exploding above them. The train and eleva- 
tion of the guns will be regulated by observ- 
ersinan armored tower bullt into the deck 
and applied to the pieces before they are 
raised 

CLEAR FOR FIRING. 

At one mile the 58-inch guns of the monitors 
so converted would pierce the armor of the 
English ships Alexandria, Belle Isle, Con- 
queror, Dreadnaught, Devastion, Hero, Nep- 
tune, Superb, and the French ironu-ciad Terri- 
ble, while at two miles the guns wonld pierce 
the armor of the Aurora, Imperieuse, war 
ship Warrior, Bellerophone, Gordon, Hecate, 
Hercules, Hotspur, ydra, Immortalite, or 
Lando, Iron Duke, Invincible, Monarch and 
Nelson of the English navy, and the Ocean 
Marengo, Trident and Colbert of the 
French navy. These are the ships most 
likely to be sent against us in the event of 
war with England or France. In the sbaliow 
waters of our bays and harbors these con- 
verted monitors could take oo where 
they could not be pursued. e free board is 
very low. so that with the turrets off, there 
will be little above water to shoot at. During 
the late war there were very few cases of the 
side armor being struck. Most of the hits 
were on the turrets or shots which 
gienced from the deck. The guns and dis- 
appearing carriages, it is further claimed 
could be put on board these vessels and 
when the latter had outlived their sphere of 
usefulness, the carriages and guns could be 
transferred to sunken batteries along shore 
and weuld be a most important factor in our 
coast defense. The disappearing gun recom- 
mended for the monitors is now recognized 
by all foreign powers and by our ordnance 
officers as the beat gun for fortification. The 
pian of their operation on shipboard is simply 
to cause them to disappear below the water 
line instead of causing them to disappear 
below the parapet of a fort. The motive 

ower is pneumatic The Pneumatic Gun- 

arrlage Co. has already been awarded a con- 
tract for introducing their pneumatic system 
on the double-turreted monitor Terror for 
working and loading the guns, revolving the 
turrets, refrigerating and steering. The com- 
pany now proposes to furnish the guns, car- 
riages, loaders, compressors, etc., necessary 
to make a first-class floating battery in every 
respect of the old monitors. To this end the 
company is receiving a strong backing in cer- 
tain naval circies.
